solidarity between Catalonia (of which 
Barcelonia is the capital) and the gov- 
ernment.

SHANGHAI, China 
Three Brit- 


ish Ulster riflemen were killed and 
several wounded Friday night during 
the Japanese shelling of Hunojao,/a 
suburb of the^west international set- 
tlement, home of many Americans and 
other foreigners; the British military 
headquarters announced. 


Artillery shelling and an aerial at- 


tack in the Chinese-Japanese war 
spread damage among American mis- 
sion and other foreign property. 


During the day Friday the British 


defense line along the settlement boun- 
dary was frequently under fire. One 
unidentified foreigner and several 
Chinese also were reported killed by 
Japanese shells falling inside the 
British lines. 


. Japan's Peace Terms 


PARIS, France.—(tP)—A high Japa- 


nese source disclosed Thursday what 
were said to be the minimum condi- 
tions on which Japan was willing to 
negotiate peace in China. This infor- 
mant suggested that interested pow- 
ers, particularly the United States, 
start conversations looking toward an 
armistice, which he indicated the Jap- 
anese would like before intense cold 
begins in certain sections of China. 


Japan, he said, was disposed to ac- 


cept friendly conversations on peace 
in China and suggested that the nine- 
power conference called to meet at 
Brussels November 3 might give inter- 
ested nations a mandate to sound out 
the Japanese and Chinese governments 
on their minimum terms. The Japa- 
nese terms were said to be; 
1. Temporary occupation by Japan of 


China's five Northern provinces. 


2. Creation of a neutral zone about 


Shanghai from which Chinese troops 
would be excluded and in which or- 
der would be maintained by an in- 
ternational police force of Japanese, 
American, British, French and Ital- 
ian troops.

NOT wholly alturistic was Germany's promise to respect the 


territorial rights of a neutral nation and to defend her 'in- 


threatened sovereignty. 


Hitler eyes covetously the lands of western Russia. If 


Germany is to be deprived of colonial possessions, on other 
continents, more attractive lands are nearer, more accessible. 
With Belgium a neutral buffer between French and British 
armies and her own western border, Der Fuehrer sees op- 
portunity to concentrate his growing military machine on 
eastern objectives. 


Treaties bind France and Russia in case of aggression, 


but Hitler discounts French assistance if his ancient enemy 
is forced to fight along the narrowed battle line between 
Belgium and Switzerland. 


To check France and throw the main weight of his army 


against an eastern front is Hitler's all-too-apparent aim.

TURNING to a policy of strict isolation in future European 
1 conflicts, Leopold III, worthy successor to a hero king, sees

Locarno pact, by France and Great Britain, retaining how- 
ever obligations of the League of Nations against aggressor 
nations,

league, Belgium might be obliged to enforce sanctions against 
her newly found friend, in which case Germany—according 
to the terms of the latest agreement in case "Belgium should 
participate in military action directed against Germany"— 
may a<?ain regard this treaty as so much waste naper. 


Placed in such a precarious position. Belgium ran well

Frequent Use of Ointments Will Keep Skin From 


Chapping in Winter Winds 


This is the seventh of a series of 


articles in which Dr. .Morris Fish- 
bein discusses diseases of the skin.

When your skin gets chapped, it is 


merely reacting to physical irritation. 
In winter the air is dry and the gtand.i 
of the skin situated just below the 
surface are relatively inactive. They 
produce less moisture than usually. 
This, together with the increased dry- 
ness of the skin, is responsible for 
chapping. 


The lack of moisture makes the skin 


unelastic and brittle. Under such con- 
ditions it is mere easily attacked by 
irritating substances such as dishwater 
and certain irritating soaps. 


When the fat secreted by the glands; 


in the skin is present in suficient ] 
amounts, these irritants will not attack \ 
it. Since, however, the fat of the skin j 
is lessened, it is necessary to apply ex- 
tra fat in such cases as can be done 
by the use i>f suitable ointments. The 
ordinary ointments used to prevent 
chapping are cold crearn and vaseline. 


Scaps serve to dissolve the fats from 


the skin and to take them away from 
the surface. Therefore, when the .skin 
is chapped, soap and water should be 


ed in great moderation. When they 


used the skin should be dried im- 
cliately, preferably with a soft towel 


I to as not to injure the damaged tissues 


further by rubbing.

The significant point of the Japa- 


nese attitude us understood here was 
that Japan intended to keep her armies 
on a line to the south of China's five 
Northern provinces. The frankly ad- 
mitted object of this was to prevent 
Russia from sending troops to China 
through Mongolia. 


The statement was considered im- 


portunl because it i.s known several 
delegations are going to Brussels with 
the realistic idea of trying to deter- 
mine the minimum terms Japan would 
exact and the maximum conditions 
China would accept. The official Jap- 
anese view here is that it would bo dif- 
ficult to negotiate a Far Eastern peace 
from Brussels and Ihe beginnings of 
peace could only be discussed ut Tokio 
and Nanking. 


Suggests Parley 


As the American delegation entrain- 


ed for Brussels, the Japanese auth- 
ority broached -the idea of peace ne- 
golialions being opened simultaneous- 
ly at Tokio and Nanking. The sugges- 
tion envisioned talks among Joseph C. 
Grew, American ambassador; Sir Rob- 
ert Leslie Craigie, British ambassador, 
and Foreign Minister Koki Hirola in 
Tokio while the British and American 
envoys at Nanking sounded out the 
Chinese government. 


Other interested powers than the 


United States and Britain, according 
to Japanese here, were France and 
Italy, who would be expected to take 
part in the conversations. 


Japanese Statement

on Japan's position was given lo Ihe 
Associalcd Press: 


•Japan refuses lo participate in the 


Brussels conference for reasons al- 
ready known, but that docs not mean 
Japan will not accept 
conversations 


with the principal powers interested. 


"Evidently Japan has u strong desire 


to ba rlhc roule in Northern China 
against penetration of the Kominlcrn 
(the Communist 
International with 


headquarters ut Moscow) and to work 
amicably with the Chinese. 


"But as long us il is necessary to

How- 
ever, that does not mean Japan has 
lerriloriul designs on thai resion in- 
thai she seeks to create an independent 
slate like Manchuukuo.
